Waning Against Efforts of Rad- 
icals To .Obtain Membership 


Issued by National Body 


Indianapolis, March 21.—Warning 


that radicals are trying to obtain mem- 
bership in the American legion was 
given in a statement issued tonight by 
Arthur Woods, chairman ot the Na- 
tional Americanism committee,

national headquarters at Indianapolis. 


Mr. Woods said that he had learned 


that the "reds" are seeking enroll- 
ment in the legion in an effort to 
learn what action the former service 
men's organization is taking against 
them and.their policies. 


"No real harm, however, can be 


done to the legion or its wo^k of pro- 
moting Americanism by the presence 
in its membership of such persons, 
said Mr. Woods. We are working to 
promote public welfare and good citi- 
zenship and the more they find out 
about this work, the better. It -will do 
them good. 


"They will find it very difficult, yes

It In, therefore, again In his hand*, 
and whether any further steps are to 
be taken will in great measure depend 
upon him. For defeating the treaty 
with reservations, it cannot be denied 
ti.at the responsibility 
was largely 


his, since had it not been for his In- 
fluence with the Democratic members 
of the senate, there IB no doubt that 
thj necessary two-third« vote would 
have been secured. As it was, only 23 
—a bare majority—of the Democrats 
in the senate voted in the negative, 
while 21 joined with a group of main- 
ly Irreconcilable Jlepubllcans. who 
•\ atild have voted against ratification 
in any form, to prevent its passage. 
What may now or late.- he' done no 
one can safely predict. The President 
may »end It again to the senate, along 
with certain Intimations a» to what 
reservations would 
be accepted by 


him,' or he may permit it to remain 
pigeon-hold for the session, and make 
it an issue of the campaign. 


Naturally, the question of "who's to 


blame" looms large with politician* at 
this time; but perhaps it is not amiss 
to say .that the matter goes far hack 
of the Lodge reservations, and had its 
root in the council at Versailles. Be- 
fu.-e that body there were two entire- 
ly different propositions. One was a 
treaty of peace as between the Allies 
and the Central Power*. The other 
•was the formation of A league of na- 
tions to come afterwards, and in which 
not only the powers on c; her side 
lately at war but the neutral nations 
of the world were concerned. 
The 


apparently natural thing to have 
done, and a majority of Americans be- 
lieve the proper thing, would 
have 


been to have settled firat upon the 
terms of the treaty of peace. 
The 


next would have been to formulate a 
constitution of the league, separately 
to hnve been submitted to the nations 
of the world. ' Instead of following 
Ithls plan, two documents of widely 
different nature were of Intent so in- 
terwoven that one could not b» ac- 
cepted or rejected without at the iarn* 
time accepting or rejecting the other. 
It was a document bound from the 
first to make trouble, and none need 
be disappointed at th* present out- 
come.

President Wilson and 
Lloyd George 


were the chief supporters of a docu- 
ment which they believed had the two 
instruments so closely interwoven as 
to make detent of either impossible. It

for addition or elimination; and when

returns filed this \ear In the 21st in- 
ternal revenue district, of which One- 
onta is a part, ia greater^ than ever 
before.

Victim of an unexplained accident, 


Thomas D. Hull of this city, * brake- j 
man on the Susquchanna division of 
I IIP n. & H.. lay In a critical condi- 
tion in the Albany hospital last night, 
with no hope for his recovery. 
His 


skull is fractured. 


How Hall met his fate will probably 


never be known. His prostrate body 
was found atop a freight car of Ex- 
tra 8:9 north in the Sllngerlands 
yards ut about 11:45 o'clock Staurday 
morning. The train had just arrived 
and several cars were being shunted. 
when the conductor saw the Imp form 
of the train man. Hall was placed 
aboard an Albany train and rushed 
to the capitol city, where he was 
taken In an ambulance to the Albany 
hospital. Late last night, word from 
the hospital was to the effect that the 
njurcd man was in a "very critical" 
condition. He did not regain con- 
soitnisess until yesterday afternoon, 
and then only at Intervals, and he 
was uable to tell how the accident 
happened. In addition to the frac- 
tured skull, ho is said to have suffered 
internal injuries and severe bruises 
on his face and body. 


The accident is one of the most 


mystifying in several years, due to the 
fact that Hill was found lying on top 
of the car. If he had been struck by 
an overhead bridge, which 
is the

that all the bridges are too far 
from the tracks, that he would have 
been knocked off the car top on which 
he was standing at the time. An Albany 
paper advances the belief that Hall 
stumbled and in the fall sustained the 
iujuries, but there 18 little to strength- 
en this theory, for he would have been 
even more liable to fall oft the car this 
way than if knocked down with a sud- 
den blow from above. Despite all the 
theories advanced, the fac' remains 
that the accident is unexplainable and 
the mystery can only be solved by the 
injured man himself of by witnesses, 
of which there were none. 


Hall had been boarding at the home, 


at a Hubbell avenue, of his brother- 
in-Iaw and sister, Mr. and Mrs. Law- ' 
rence G. Barnes, 
the 
former well- 


known D. & H. fireman. A reporter 
called at the home yesterday after- 1 
noon but found no one there and upon ' 
inquiry of neighbors learned that Mr. 
and Mrs. Barnes had left town the 
previojs night, obviously for Albany 
to be at Hall's bedside. The reporter's 
informant said that Hall had been liv- 
ing at the Barnes home since last 
December, when he came to Oneonta 
Irom Indiana. He is 42 years old and 
unmarried.

The theory that the individual who 


has suffered some misfortune and lost 
some faculty which seems Indispen- 
sable to Industrial usefulness Is not a 
food buy on the labor market has 
again been ulsproven. One of the big 
rubber companies In Akron, Ohio, has 
placed oa its pay roll 600 people who 
can neither IK - nor speak, and these 
handicapped Individuals have demon- 
strated that they are ns efficient as 
any otl.jr group in their organization, 
writes Frederic J. Haskin In, the Chi- 
cago News. 


About this group of actual workers 


is gathered as many more of their 
kind, dependent upc>i them, and thus 
there has developed at Akron the larg- 
est colony of "silents" In the Industrial 
life of the nation. They take their 
places as independent, self-reliant citi- 
zens, who ask no special Indulgence. 


The successful employment of this 


group of mute workers la additional 
proof developing In the West that 
there are places in industry into which 
handicapped individuals can be fitted 
and in which they will nerve effec- 
tively. 


The handicap bureau of Chicago 


gave this theory -the best demonstra- 
tion, persuading employers to find 
places Into which one-legged people, 
blind people and old people would fit. 
It supplied those handicapped persons 
for these special positions. The handi- 
caps were so earnest In their attempts 
to make good, because it was almost 
a matter of life and death with them.

This is found to be true of the mutes 


at Akron. In a big plant there are 
many posts In which bearing and 
speech are unnecessary. The person 
without hearing escapes annoyance 
frnm the noise. The person without 
speech is less likely to be diverted 
from a task which requires concentra- 
tion. 


The lac:, of speech and hearing does 


not necessarily diminish mental or 
physical alertness. 
On the contrary 


such deprivation nmy be conducive to 
even keener mentality, a finer degree 
of sensitiveness and u higher sensibil- 
ity, all of which Inherent traits make 
the deaf mute unusually efficient and 
highly desirable for certain kinds of 
Industrial work. 


Strikingly corroborative of the conten- 


tion that a high degree of general men- 
tality is found among deaf mute em- 
ployees, records show that in the psy- 
chological tests given in this factory, 
similar to the army's psychological 
tests, deaf mute men and women in 
the factory and main office/ in Akron 
attained higher average grades than 
any other group. 


Be«>er>'T. officials of the company 


were pi 
vlefl to give deaf mnte fac- 


tory girta v *'«nce at office work. They 
were ajr-°eably surprised at the-rapid- 
Ity "vith which the girls grasped de- 
tails and successfully overcame handi- 
caps. S" mentally alert, so quick to 
grasp Ideas, so painstakingly efficient 
and so determined to succeed was one 
of these deaf mate girls that within 
two weeks she was performing un- 
assisted and in a highly satisfactory 
manner work which it had taken her 
immediate predecessor, a girl who 
could both speak and hear, nearly 
seven, weeks .0 master. This bold* 
true In cases of nearly all deaf mute 
girls transferred to office work. 


Affliction Increases Alertness. 


'Since establishment of the rapidly 
growing "silent" colony In 1914. the 
deal mates have proven themselves 
among the steadiest and the sturdiest 
of all the company's 28,000 employees. 
Their expertness In tire building espe- 
cially has demonstrated that their af- 
fliction does not constitute a serious

Mrs. Stmwl until recently was Miss 


Nellie Glllespie. She married Arthur 
Shawl, who is a deaf mute and a mem- 
ber of the Akron silent colony. 


According to Mrs. 
Shawl then Is 


something singularly magnetic about 
the typical character of the deaf mute. 
something deserving of the highest «d- 
nilmtion in his fortitude, his irrepres- 
sible determination to win out despite 
his physical handicaps, his finer de- 
gree of sensitiveness and of mental 
aleHness. 


Mrs. Shawl, as an interpreter, goes 


with members of her colony to con- 
certs. Taking a position where all can 
see her. she Interprets the words of 
the singer on the stage In finger lan- 
guage. She asserts that by reason of 
his finer sen«!bll!ty,the average mute 
frets more pleasure out of a concert 
than does the average person of per- 
fect hearing. He apprehends the sound 
in the form of vibration and gets much 
of the emotional value br watching the 
facial expression of the singer. 


Mexican Kiddies "Shoot High." 
Geometry, zoology, meteorology and 


hntaiiy are taught as early as the first 
prude in the schools .of the state of 
Chihuahua, Slexlco. The study of these 
sciences is simplified in the early 
Ftng^s, but there Is little attempt to 
."sugar coat" the hard facts. 


A visitor to a second grade classroom 


recently found the pupils—none more 
than eight years old—glibly discussing 
rtiombusses, rhomboids, trapezotds and 
parallelograms. Whenever their teach- 
er asked a question a thicket of little, 
waving arms went upward.

A method of holding meetings o! 


Protestant church representatives In 
about 2,000 county scats In the United 
States, Involving n total attendance o 
anywhere from n million to a million 
and a half delegates, has been evolve* 
by the Mterchurch World Movemeir 
of North America, according to an an 
nouncement Just made at Interchurch 
headquart*», at 45 West Elgliteentl 
street, New York City. 


The original plan to hold all of these 


two thousand and odd meetings si- 
multaneously throughout the country 
was abandoned as unpractical. But 
they will take place as nearly simul- 
taneously M possible, all but a very 
few being scheduled to be held between 
April 5 and 17. 


The meeting place will In most cases 


bt the county seat, and the attendance 
will be composed of the membership of 
the Protestant churches of the county. 


The conferences will last one day 


only. During that dny will be present- 
ed the whole program of the Inter- 
church World Movement for promoting 
co-operation in missionary and general 
church activities among the Protestant 


discussion of the local problems In each 
county as revealed by the Interchurch 
Movement'* survey of religious condi- 
tions throughout the United States. 


No Sidestepping of Probtema. 


It will be, It Is said, a very excep- 


tional county that does not hear some 
more or less unpalatable truths con- 
cerning unchurched areas, or wasteful 
competition, or underpaid and ab- 
lentee preachers. Not many counties, 
U Is stated, are able to show an aver- 
age ministerial salary higher than the 
average for the whole United States, 
which la |037, while barely one-third 
of the entire Protestant population of 
the United States, according to esti- 
mates made by the Interchurch survey, 


has an opportunity for regular church 
attendance. 


Besides a full consideration of local 


problems, the program lit the county 
conferences will present the outstand- 
ing results of the world-wide survey of 
religious, social nnd economic condi- 
tions made by the Interchurch Move- 
ment, the material for which has been 
gathered from every corner of the 
earth. Special emphasis will nlso be 
laid on the place of prayer In Christian 
life, the importance of assisting young 
people In the right choice of th'elr life 
work arid the duty of laying aside a 
definite proportion of income for re- 
ligious purposes. 
Lantern glides will 


be freely used to illustrate the various 
addresses. 


The conferences will be managed hy 


ocal committees, and the various top- 
es under discussion will be handled by 
teams of from five to eight -men anil 
women, recognised as church leaders 
n the county or state. Each ttum will 
>e responsible for conducting the con- 
'crencca In eight counties. 
Big Educational Campaign Prepared. 


This series of conferences repre- 


sents only an Intermediate stage in a 
great campaign of intensive education 
n practical Christianity preparatory to 
he united appeal for missionary funds 
and workers which will be held by the 
fotestunt denominations co-operating 
n the Interchurch Movement between 
April 25 and May 2. The teams that 
will address the county conferences 
were themselves trained as a "faculty" 
f specialists in the various aspects of 
the Movement at n series of state and 
castors' conferences. Similarly, those 
who attend the county conferences will 
n turn form n "faculty" for Interpret- 
ng the message of the Interchurch 
Movement to their local churches. 


Thus It Is expected that before April 


20 the Ideal of church co-opera- 
tion advocated by the Interchurch 
World Movement, in place of church 
competition, and the program of evan- 
gelization that goes with It, will be fa- 
miliar to every one of the fifty million 
Protestants In the United States.
